Three changes in the administra¬ 
tion and enforcement of the Eigh¬ 
teenth Amendment were made known 
in San Francisco Monday to effect the 
peninsula district and the bay region. 

First: Liquor permits originating 
In the territory south of Fresno here¬ 
after will be handled by a Los Ange¬ 
les prohibition administrator to be ap¬ 
pointed shortly. 

Second: A suspicious look does not 
furnish sufficient ground for a dry 
agent to search an automobile. 

Third: Dry agents will not be al¬ 
lowed to use fictitious names In raids 
hereafter. This was characterized as 
“a matter of policy.” 

The work of Prohibition Director 
Samuel Rutter will be divided and 
more than five thousand southern 
California permits will be transferred 
from San Francisco as soon as the 
lists can be made out. The change 
is part of the alteration in prohibition 
forces. At present Rutter has twelve 
thousand permits In California. 

The ruling on the “suspicious look’’ 
came from Federal Judge John S. 
Partridge 'in dismissal of a caso 
against A. Rovero, who was arrested 
by an agent because "he looked sus¬ 
piciously at him.” 

"A person scrutinizing a prohibition 
agent suspiciously will not be held by 
this court as subject to search,” said 
Judge Partridge. 

The use of a fictitious name by a 
prohibition agent in obtaining a 
search warrant caused a furor In 
court circles recently when attorneys 
defending alleged bootleggers moved 
for dismissal of their cases on this 
ground. The practice was ordered 
suspended by United States District 
Attorney Carr, regardless of the ac¬ 
tion taken by Judge Partridge In the 
matter. 

Another Ruling 

ArralgnnMnt ot Antone Brasti ot 
Colma before Federal Judge John S. 
Partridge on a- charge of .bootlegging 
threw consleruatioB into ihe ranks ot 
prohibition agents in San Francisco 
on Saturday when the court an¬ 
nounced that the case would be dis¬ 
missed If defense counsel could show 
that undercover agents ot the prohi¬ 
bition department bad used falsa 
names In their visits at the Colma re¬ 
sort. 

The claim was made by Attorney 
Edward F. O’Dea, representing Brasti. 
John Boscl, undercover agent ami 
complainant against Brasti, operated 
under the name of ’’John Francis” 
when obtaining evidence against tha 
Colma man. It was claimed by the at¬ 
torney. 

Halting the progress of the trial. 
Judge Partridge said: 

"If you can prove these charges, I 
will dismiss this case. Not only that, 
but I will dismiss every other case 
brought before me In which It Is 
shown that agents make arrests 
through the use of fictitious names.” 

The case against the Colma man was 
later dismissed. Judge Partridge de¬ 
clared that charges brought under as¬ 
sumed names cannot be sustained. 

At least five agents of the depart¬ 
ment headed by Charles Goff and ac¬ 
tive In San Mateo County, are accus¬ 
tomed to use assumed names In mak¬ 
ing their Investigations, the court was 
told. Judge Partridge announced that 
no evidence obtained by such methods 
will be admlssable In his court to up¬ 
hold bootleg charges. 

“It is constitutional. If nothing 
else,” he said, "that every person ac¬ 
cused of a crime be faced in court by 
his accuser. It is constitutional that 
he know just who has lodged the ac¬ 
cusation against him. The practics 
of using several aliases by under¬ 
cover agents makes It Impossible for 
defendants to know by whom they are 
accused, or why.”

A LESSON LEARNED 

In the midst of plenty and prosperity, in a land like the 
United States, it is necessary for the people to realize the ad¬ 
vantages which they enjoy, if they are to fully appreciate them. 
Without this understanding and appreciation, the agitator, 
who if he could would undermine the ideals of our constitu¬ 
tional form of government with his radical doctrines and ex¬ 
periments, has an easy field in which to work.

Commenting on this reaction in public sentiment, which isj 
based on reason and understanding instead of blind prejudice, 
Henry Ford, in a recent issue of his Dearborn Independent, 
asks a question as to whether our business system has learned 
its lesson from past experience and will profit from the same. 

It is safe to say that it has learned and it has also profited. 
A great industry today is no longer a one-man institution. In¬ 
stead it is owned by thousands and hundreds of thousands of 
everyday American citizens, who have a voice in its manage¬ 
ment. 

There is no question but what this change in ownership 
has been responsible in a large degree for the change in senti¬ 
ment toward business generally. 

Rational consideration of busine.ss problems has been 
brought about as our people have gained a better understand¬ 
ing of the questions at issue. They see that short-sighted poli¬ 
cies of a few iiidu.strial leaders, which ignored basic principles! 
of justice and fair play in bu.siness, are not sufficient grounds 
for condemning all “big bu.siness.” They have found that in 
order to correct abu.ses in special cla.sses, it is not neces.sary to 
apply the remedy to all business alike whether it needs it or not. 

With e.xperience has come understanding. Today the cry 
“big business” arou.ses no anxiety. The public cares not how 
big a business gets, so long as it is conducted honestly and in 
the public interest. 

That our greatest industries are fully aware of their duty 
and obligation to the public is evidenced by the fact that their 
brightest executives are in charge of or devote a great share of 
their time to the public relations work of their companies, in 
order that the public may know of, and if it so desires, share 
in the ownership and management of such companies. 

Henry Ford’s question can be safely answered in the af¬ 
firmative—American business has learned by its past experi¬ 
ence. And further, it can be said the American people have 
profited by making themselves acquainted with business prob¬ 
lems and by accepting partnership in our leading indu.strial 
companies, thus e.stablishing real public ownership on a sound 
footing, free from politics.

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LEAVING OUT THE NAMES 

In editing a newspaper, especially a community new.s- 
paper, it is sometimes advisable to leave out names, and this 
policy we, as editor of community newspapers, have always 
followed. La.st week was a case in point. Two youths, still in 
their early teens, were arrested for a minor crime. The point 
is this: The boys should be punished, but in giving publicity 
to the matter a paper should take into consideration the fact 
that maybe a .sister going to high school, an elder brother em¬ 
ployed in a responsible position and respectable parents may 
have a stigma placed upon them. 

Also it must be considered that these young boys, at the 
present not realizing their full responsibility as honorable citi¬ 
zens, may mend their ways entirely ere they reach man’s estate. 
Some days, the.se two boys, having outlived their boyish pranks, 
may enter politics. Some political enemies, ever anxious to 
“get the goods on an opponent,” may hark back to the days 
when these boys’ names appeared in their home town paper, 
magnify the event, as it so often done, and blight otherwise 
honorable carreers. 

Therefore, we contend that in the spirit of fair play there 
are times when an editor is justified in withholding names. 
Punishment should be meted out to youths in their teens who 
commit crimes, but such punishment can be made every bit as 
effective without dragging in the family name and placing a 
stigma upon innocent relatives.

- 1 . union” was the animating 
thought of the statesmen who 
met to draft America’s consti¬ 
tution. Their prohlem was to 
weld the sections they repre¬ 
sented into a political entity that 
would function most efficiently 
and enduringly in the service of 
the people. 

A similar problem was pre¬ 
sented nearly a century later to 
the.organizcrs of America’s tele¬ 
phone service. Licenses under the 
first patents were being granted 
to isolated companies that were 


forming to introduce local serv¬ 
ice. “A more perfect union” of 
these companies seemed, from 
the beginning of the telephone’s 
adoption by the people, to be 
es.scntial, and so the structure of 
the Bell System was planned. 

'I'his organization exists today 
substantially as it was then con¬ 
ceived—a group of companies, 
each preserving its individuality 
and applying local knowledge to 
local needs, hut all federated 
into a single cohesive union in 
order that nation-wide, univer¬ 
sal service may be provided.

>EW LAW PROHIBITS THROWING 

OF I, IG H T E II CIGARETTES, 

.MATCHES, CIGARS OR ASHES 
OCT OF .MOVING ACTO.MOBILE 

California motorists must exercise 
extreme car in the handling of lighted 
cigarettes, cigars, ashes or other flam¬ 
ing or glowing substances under the 
terms of a new law which will be¬ 
come effective July 24, according to 
the California Automobile Association. 
The law not only prohibits the placing 
of such objects where they may cause 
a fire, but prohibits the throwing of 
any of them out of a moving automo¬ 
bile at any time. 

The law, passed by the last legis¬ 
lature and designated as Section 384 
of the penal code, is intended to leg- 
sen fire hazard in this state, accord¬ 
ing to the automobile association’s 
legal department. It not only places 
stringent restrictions on the setting 
of fires of any kind, but prescribes 
special regulations for the smoker. 
It is expected that a strict enforce¬ 
ment of its provisions will greatly 
decrease the number of man-maiie 
fires in California national forests and 
other mountain sections. 

Specifically, the new law prohibits 
the throwing or placing of any lighted 
cigarette, cigar, ashes or other flam¬ 
ing or glowing substance, or any sub¬ 
stance or thing which may cause a 
fire, in any place where such lighted 
cigarette, cigar, match, ashes, etc., 
may directly or indirectly start a fire 
It also prohibits the throwing of such 
objects from a moving vebicle. 

In a recent opinion, the attorney 
general stated that the term "moving 
vehicle" was interpreted to include a 
street car or railroad coach, so that 
the regulations alfect not only motor¬ 
ists, but persons who travel in street 
car and railroads as well. 

Violation of the law is defined as a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine of 
not more than $500 or Imprisonment 
In the county jail for not more than 
six months, or by both such fine and 
Imprisonment. 

The new law also makes it a misde¬ 
meanor to leave a camp fire burning 
or unextinguished without some per 
son in attendance or allowing such a 
fire to spread after being built.

CALIFORNIA SIPREME fOlRT 
I'PHOLHS BAN ON I’SE OF 
SPEEU TRAPS 

All future questions of the validity 
of Section 155 of the California vehicle 
act, which provides that evidence se¬ 
cured through the operation of a speed 
trap is Incompetent to secure a con¬ 
viction tor speeding, should be settled 
by the recent opinion of the California 
supreme court approving the consti¬ 
tutionality of the provision, the Cali¬ 
fornia Automobile Association an¬ 
nounced today. 

Ever since the passage ot the ve¬ 
hicle act doing away with speed trap 
evidence, there has been much debate 
among justices of the peace and other 
public officials as to the constitu¬ 
tionality or validity of the law, accord¬ 
ing to George E. Sandford, general at¬ 
torney and head ot the legal depart¬ 
ment of the state automobile asso¬ 
ciation. 

Although holding that it was be¬ 
yond Its legitimate power, for tech¬ 
nical legal reasons, to disturb a judg¬ 
ment of the superior court of Orange 
County convicting a motorist on speed 
trap evidence, the supreme court is¬ 
sued an opinion approving the con¬ 
stitutionality of the law itself. Not¬ 
withstanding the supreme court’s 
technical disposition of the case in 
question, it is expected that the jus¬ 
tice and superior courts will follow 
the higher court oolnlon and rule 
against the Introduction of speed trap 
evidence iii all future casus, Sandford 
declared recently. 


In a test case, the California su¬ 
preme court held that It was beyond 
the legitimate power of the highsr 
courts to disturb a judgment ren¬ 
dered by the superior court in a mis- 
deme.tnor ca.se on appeal fro mthe jus¬ 
tices’ court. The supreme court did, 
however, issue an opinion approving 
the constitutionality ot the law an 1 
stating that although the superior 
court had erred in permitting the in¬ 
troduction of speed trap evidence, that 
such errors committed by the superior 
court on misdemeanor eases on appeal 
"must be submitted to as a part of 
the sacrifice every individual is com 
pelled to yield to the infirmities of 
human government.” 

Although this decision is expected 
to settle all controversy as to the va 
Ildity of Section 155 of the California 
vehicle act, Sandford said that the 
section was materially strengthened 
by an amendment at the last session 
of the legislature prohibiting any po¬ 
lice or peace officer or other person 
from using a speed trap in making or 
assisting in the arrest of any person, 
or in securing evidence as to the 
speed of a vehicle for the purpose of 
prosecution under the vehicle act. 
This amendment, which becomes ef¬ 
fective on July 24, provides that a 
court shall be without Jurisdiction to 
render a judgment of conviction on 
the basis of speed trap testimony. 

The new amendment also carries a 
stronger section requiring officers to 
lie dressed in distinctive uniforms 
when on duty for the purpose of en¬ 
forcing the vehicle act. A similar sec¬ 
tion in the present act was also ap¬ 
proved by the supreme court in its re¬ 
cent decision. 


rNPAVED PORTION OF FAIRFIELH- 
RIO YINTA ROAD NOW GRATELEU 

Graiveling of the 7-mile unpaved 
link of the road between Fairfield 
and Rio Vista bas been completed, ac¬ 
cording to information received re¬ 
cently by the touring bureau of the 
Califernia State Automobile Associa¬ 
tion from the board of supervisors of 
Solano County. A report filed by 
County Engineer .\l Steiger was ac¬ 
cepted by the supervisors and the 
clerk was Instructed to notify the 
California highway commission that 
the county had completed its work in 
accordance with an agreement be¬ 
tween the county and the state. 

This road was made a state lateral 
under the $40,00(1,000 highway bond 


issue and part of it was paved in 1920, 
leaving the 7-mile gap that has now 
been graded and graveled by the state 
and county under a joint agreement. 

Completion of this road will be 
gratifying to motorists, as the link is 
important in the state highway con¬ 
necting the county seats of Solano and 
San Joaquin counties, the automobile 
association announced. It affords a 
short and direct highway between the 
coast counties, including the towns ot 
Petaluma, Napa, Santa Rosa and other 
points on the Redwood highway to 
Lodi, Stockton and points south with¬ 
out going by way of Sacramento or 
by the alternate route, which neces¬ 
sitates ferrying at Vallejo or other 
points on the lower river. The road 
is in fine condition and can be driven 
over at the legal limit without dan¬ 
ger and with entire comfort. The 
route is between Rio Vista and Wal¬ 
nut Grove and includes about 20 miles 
over paved roads along the levees on 
the banks of the Sacramento River. 
It is one of the most beautiful drives 
through the agricultural sections of I 
the state, leading through the most \ 
productive orchard and vegetable 
tracts in the country.
